Limited  bST  Effect  Seen  for 
U.S.  Dairy  Industry  Trends 

Cows  produce  more  milk  at  less  cost  when  injected  with  bo¬ 
vine  Somatotropin  (bST),  a  protein  occurring  naturally  in  cat¬ 
tle.  Advances  in  biotechnology  now  make  it  possible  to 
produce  synthetic  bST  at  commercially  attractive  prices. 

Dairy  farmers  are  likely  to  use  synthetic  bST  since  early 
adopters  will  realize  significantly  higher  returns  and  other 
operators  will  eventually  have  to  adopt  to  compete.  But  the 
effects  of  bST  on  the  dairy  industry  are  likely  to  be  less  dra¬ 
matic  than  often  suggested.  Since  bST  will  be  available  to  all 
operators  and  little  additional  capital  or  operational  changes 
are  required,  bST  use  should  reinforce,  but  not  fundamentally 
change,  structural  trends  already  underway.  One  such  trend 
is  toward  fewer  but  larger  dairy  farms.  Savings  in  production 
costs  will  eventually  be  offset  by  the  declines  in  milk  prices 
generated  by  larger  supplies,  if  Government  support  pro¬ 
grams  allow  prices  to  drop  enough  to  balance  production  and 
commercial  use.  Hence,  the  effects  of  bST  will  largely  de¬ 
pend  on  the  flexibility  of  the  price  support  program.  An  in¬ 
flexible  program  with  high  supports  could  mean  large 
Government  outlays  and  accumulating  surpluses.
